
Our information reveals that at 3; 30PM the following people were present at 1310 Florida 
WILLY WINjy, MARRnLL MC CULLOUGH, CHARLES BALLARD, REGINALD FERGUSON 
and about 4 other unknown Male Negroes just hanging around. 
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At 4PM REGINALL FERGUSON, MARRELL MC CULLOUGH , and two of these unknown 
Male Negroes, went to WOPC Headquarters , to try to pick up their checks early. These ~j 
checks were apparently for the unltnoum MCs for REGINALD FERUSUSON and MARRELL : 
MC CULLOUGH are not believed to be members of WOPC. They did not get paid. ::

5PM they returned to 1310 Florida and about that time CHARLES BALLARD, MARRELL ■ 
MC CULLOUGH and EMMETT HOUSE went up on Beale Street. They met CHARLES CAB 
BAGE THerjr who had just been released from Jail, and he was with a Male Colored called- 
P i.GGi£L, ^escribed as. 26, 5'lO n , I50lbs , skinny, medium cut hair , medium complexion 
wears yj/ted glasses, sharp dresser. He is known as a slicker and leaves town frequent- 
ly. A known associate of Cabbage. Also with CABBAGE at this time ivas RICK TAYLOR 
DON NEELY and HERMAN PREWITT. * 



CABBAGE is known to have made the statement that the Police just got the checks he had : I 
on him, and that he had some paper and the machine and was going to pick it up and leave : J 
town.

RfR SMITH"S house last Saturday night along with GERALD FAN10N, for a birthday party 
during the time the shooting happened. She said "Thanks, I am glad you told me [ .

fi'jP. wearing fatigue jacket with the sleeves cut out, and octagon shaped dark glasses. He ; 
had not been seen before. There was nothing unusual happening there except that aboiit.

Vf’ with no front license & Term. Plate on rear, dropped CABBAGE off. This car has not
